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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 18-21 , 24-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The amendment deleting "nut" from the 
claims introduces new matter because there is no disclosure of the fastener assembly 
including a fastener other than a nut. Therefore, the introduction of fasteners other than 
a nut is considered new matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Thurston 

(3,438,416) in view of McKinlay (US 5,626,449). Thurston discloses a locking fastener 

assembly comprising a fastener (12) and a washer (30). The fastener and washer 

having annular undulating annular bearing surfaces (21, 32) with inclined bearing faces 
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being rotatable relative to one another. The washer having an opposite clamping 
surface with a body portion (at the bearing surface) and flange. The flange including 
plural segments which are read as those areas between the slots (36) which separate 
them. Thurston does not disclose the fastener being a nut. McKinlay also disclose s a 
locking fastener assembly and teaches to equivalence of a nut (14) and a bolt (72). At 
the time the invention was made, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in 
the art to substitute a nut for the bolt of Thurston in view of the teaching of McKinlay. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 23 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Remarks 

After consideration of applicant's remarks, the rejection has been maintained. 

Applicant argues the Thurston does not disclose the flange segments being 
flexible. In response, the examiner disagrees because for the device to be operable as 
intended the flange segments must he flexible. In that regard, the deformation of the 
washer (column, 3, line 56-60) would include the deformation of the flange segments. 
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Furthermore, the claims only require the flange segments to be "flexible" thus 
making the actual flexing of the segments, as best, an intended use and applicant is 
reminded that the a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in 
a structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to 
patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is 
capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. See In re Casey, 152 
USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). In the case 
of Thurston, since the washer is deformed as noted above, the flange segments must at 
least be capable of deformation as they are an integral part of the washer.
